WAR IS DECLARED 
BETWEEN VILLA 


AND CARRANZA 


Preliminary Battle Has Al- 
ready Been Foughtat Leon, 


President Woodrow Wilson on Wed- 
nesday communicated to President 
Austin B. Fletcher, of the American 
Road Congress, his regrets at being 
unable to be present at the fourth 
meeting of the body, which is now in 
session in Atlanta. President Wilson 
also expressed his deep appreciation 
of the important work that congress 
is striving to promote, and stated that 
he ‘believes the American Road Con- 
Zress “can furnish intelligent guid- 
ance in the solution of our problems 
in this field.” 

The president's letter to Mr. Fleteh- | 

is as follows: , 
“Mr. Austin B. Fletcher, president 
the Fourth American Road Congress, 
Atlanta, Ga-—-My dear Mr. Fletcher: I 
regret that I'am compelled to forego 
the pleasure of attending the Fourth 
American Road Congress. May I ask 
you to convey to the members of the 
congress my deep interest in the im- 
portant work they are striving to pro- 
mote? 

“[ need scarcely emphasize the so- 
clal and economic importance of good 
roads. They are prerequisite to the 
betterment of rural life in a number 
of directions. Improved roads, espe- 
¢lally improved community roads from 
the farm to the nearest railway sta- 
tion, are an urgent necessity. They 
are essential for the economical mar- 
keting of tarm products, and for the 
developmert of the educational and 
sociai institutions of the country. ABs 
important as the matter of providing 
ndditional funds may be@ even mors 
imjortant are the matters of better 
road administration and the better 
maintenance of roads already § con- 
structed. The nation is now expend- 
ing more than $205,000,000 annually for 
the construction and maintenance of 
roads, and it ba clear that we are not 
wetting the gults we should have. 
‘The proper pla ntitn gx for road systems 
in states, the develonmment of better 
methods of administration, state and 
local, and the proper maintenance of 
roads, will, 1 am sure, receive peculiar 
attention from your body. When the 
people are convinced that they will 
receive ful] value for every dollar ex- 
pended on roads they will be brought 
more easily to an appreciation of the 
need for further expenditure and will 
make the requisite provision. 

“IT believe that your body can fur- 
nish intelligent guidance in the solu- 
tion of our problems in this held.

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824 Bushels of Corn Raised 


On 4 Acres of Georgia Soil 


By Four 


Georgia Brothers 


Macon, Ga., November 11.—When the 
judges awarded prizes to the 1,500 corn 
club boys exhibiting at the Georgia 
State fair today, they discovered that 
four brothers from Jasper, in Pickens 
county, had established the remarkable 
record of raising a total of 824 bushels 
of corn on one acre of ground for each 
boy. 

Luther Allred raised 227.17 bushels 
on his acre; Clarence raised 220 bush- 
els; Elmer, 210, and Arthur, 167. Luther 
Allred came within five bushels of 
equaling the official record for the 


United States, which is 232 bushels, 
held by Walker Lee, of Dunson, Ala. 
The average for the state of Georgia 
is 16 tbushels to the acre. 

Appling county carried off first prize 
in the corn club contests in the num- 
ber of exhibits, 132 boys competing 
from that county, their average pro- 
duction being 46 bushels to the acre. 
Chattahoochee had. thirteen boys en- 
tered, and their average was 723 bush- 
els to the acre. 

Thirty-eight boys in the state made 
more than 100 bushels to the acre.

Washington, November 11.—Regu- 
lations for administration of the new 
law to eliminate so-called gambling 
features from cotton futures con- 
tracts will be considered at hearings 
beginning here tomorrow before 
Secretary Houston and treasury offi- 
cials. Representatives of all branches 
of the cotton producing and market- 
ing industry will be heard. The stat- 
ute goes into effect February 18, 1915. 

By prescribing a federal tax of 2 
cents a pound on all cotton sold for 
future delivery, except under con- 
tracts conforming to regulations of 
the department of agriculture, the

Tentative Set of Standards. 


A tentative set of standards pre- 
naree by, the bureau of markets wil 
»e exhibited for information of cotton 
traders and for suggestions. 

The department's regulations, as 
tentatively framed, provide that fu- 
ture sales, in order to be exempt from 
taxation, must show: 

The names and addresses of buyer 
and seller. 

The number of bales sold, or the 
quantity, in pounds. 

The date of delivery. 

That delivery is to be made dccord- 
ing to the “United States standard 
grades” to be promulgated by the 
secretary of agriculture. 

That low grades of cotton, or very 
short staple cotton, cannot be de- 
livered in settlement of the contract. 

That the seller shall give the buyer, 
five days before delivery, a memoran- 
dum setting forth the grade and 
specifically describing each bale of 
cotton to be delivered. 

The regulations provide that the 
prohibitive. tax of 2% cents a pound, 
prescribed for contracts not conform- 
ing with these stipulations, shall be 
paid by the purenase of stamps to be 
affixed to contract of sale. 

No Tax on Spots. 

Under the act no tax is imposed on 
spot cotton transactions, but the price 
of cotton for future delivery must be 
fixed by the price in spot markets to 
be designated by the secretary of 
agriculture. The desSignation of these 
markets has been left blank in the 
tentative regulations and robdably 
will be decided upon after the hear- 
ings. 
The law also provides that dispufits 
as to delivery of cotton shall be de- 
cided by the secretary of agriculture.

SCOPE 1S. OUTLINED 
FOR RESERVE BANKS 
BY FEDERAL BOARD 


For the Next Few Months 
the Banks Will Not Exer- 
cise All Functions Given 
Them by Congress. 


DEFINITION IS GIVEN 
OF COMMERCIAL PAPER 


, 


Definition Is Broad, and 
Relies in Large Degree on 
the Language of the Cur- 
rency Act. 


Washington, November 11.—The 
scope of the operations of the twelve 
federal reserve bankas, to be opened for 
the first few months of their existence 
in a circular iseued today by the federal 
reserve board. For the present the 
banks will not exercise all the func- 
tions given them by congress. 

The Pian Indorsed. 

The board, concurring with the bank 
directors and governors, indorsed this 
plan: 

Acceptance of deposits of 
from member banks. 

Discount of bills of exchange and 
commercial paper. 

Acceptance of deposits of checks 
drawn by member. banks on any re- 
serve city within their federal reserve 
districts. 

Other powers may be called into play 
as the establishment of safe and effi- 
cient organization permits. 

In its circular the board gave the 
long-expected definition of commercial! 
paper, which is to be the lfe-blood of 
the new system, the basis for the new 
federal reserve currency, and the means 
through which the nation’s circulating 
medium is expected to meet the expan- 
sions and contractions of trade and 
industry. 

The rate of discount was not an- 
nounced and probably will not be until 
Monday. It will be uniform in all 
banks. 

The definition of commercial paper 
is broad and relies, to a large degree, 
upon the language of the currency act. 
The board declined at the present time 
to discuss the question of douwble and 
single name commercial paper. It did 
make it clear, however, that it had a 
preference for the two-name sort, and 
left no room for banks to doubt that it 
expected careful inquiry into one-namé 
paper presented for rediscount. 


Changes to Result From War. 
The circular discussed the conditions 


that have arisen here through war, 
and gave some insight into the eco- 
nomic changes which might De expect- 
ed to result. 

“It should be dorne in mind,” {t said, 
“that although our exports are show- 
ing a gratifying increase, there is still 
a large cash balance due to Huropean 
countries for which gold may be de- 
manded, and that a large quantity of 
American securities heid abroad may 
returned to the United States; while 
on the other hand more than $500,000- 
000 of emergency currency must be 
gradually retired. No one can esti- 
mate the duration of the war or pre- 
dict what its effect will be on financial 
or commercial conditions when peace 
shall be restored. Our own industrial 
development has been gr facili- 
tated by foreign capital, and™we have 
been accustomed to borrow large sums 
annually in Europe and to sell Ameri- 
can securities there, which attracted 
foreigners because of their higher rate 
of return compared with European tn- 
vestments. it is probable that at the 
end of the war interest rates in Eu- 
rope will be higher than they have been 
in the past, and greater investment re- 
turns will be yielded. The tremendous 
destruction of property and waste of 
capital will not only check the flow 
of European savings to the United 
States. but may dispose foreign invest- 
ors to return the securities they now 
hola. Lower money rates in this coun- 
trv would be Iitkely to accentuate. this 
tendency, while, on the other hand, 
higher interest rates and large invest- 
ment returns on our side would 
check it. 

Function of Reserve Banks. 

“The function of the federal reserve 
bank is, therefore, of a two-fold char- 
acter. They should extend credit fa- 
cilities, particularly where the abnor- 
mal conditions now prevaikting have 
created emergencies demanding prompt 
accommodations, and, onthe other hand, 
they must protect the gold holdings of

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SUBMARINE SENDS 
BRITISH GUNBOAT 
0 SEAS BOTTOM 


Little Niger Latest Victim 
of German Under-Sea 
Boat — Officers and Crew 
of Niger Saved — Niger 
Torpedoed in the Downs. 


12.— (12:55 a. m.) 
The little British torpedo gunboat 
Niger, built twenty-two years ago, 
and which has been used as a tender. 
is the latest victim of a German sub- 
marine. She was torpedoed yesterday 
morning in the Downs north of the 
Straits of Dover, and foundered imme- 
diately. The officers and crew were 
saved. The admiralty, announcing the 
loss of the ship, says: 

“The Niger, Lieutenant Commander 
Arthur T. Muir, was torpedoed this 
morning (November 11) in the Downs. 
All officers and seventy-seven of the 
crew were saved. 

“Four men were injured. ea 
thought that there was no loss of life. 

“The Niger has been employed in 
semi-combatant duties.” 


BATTLESHIP CANOPUS 
HASN’T BEEN SUNK. 

Valparaiso, Chile, November 11.—A 
rumor has been circulated here that 
the British battleship Canopus has 
sunk off Coronel. The report is offi- 
cially denied by the Chilean admiralty. 


ASQUITH DOUBTS 
VERY LONG WAR 


London, November 1J1.—In a speech in 
the house of commons today after the 
opening of parliament, Premier As- 
quith declared that he doubted whether 
the war would last as long as some 
people originally predicted, Fut that it 
would last long was certain. 

“However, the longer it lasts,” con- 
tinued the premier, ‘the more the great 
resources and strength of the empire 
will be available to fill the gaps, to re- 
place losses and maintain our position. 
The empire is on trial and the exper!- 
ences of the last three months have 
inspired us with confidence that the 
longer the trial lasts the more clearly 
will we emerge from it as the cham- 
pions of a just cause.” 

Mr. Asquith expressed warm appre- 
ciation of support the government had 
received from all parties. England is 
engaged in an unprecedented contest, 
he said, and regarding the justice of 
her cause there is no difference of opin- 
ion in any part of the empire. 

First Desigus of Kaiser Defeated. 

The country has gone through much, 
has learned much, has seen her troops 
hold a position of difficulty and dan- 
ger, the premier continued, and he 
added: 

“Today we see them in a position in 
which, in conjunction with our allies, 
they have frustrated absolutely and de- 
feated the first designs of the German 
emperor.” 

Regarding the sending of British 
marines to Antwerp just before the fall 
of that city, the premier intimated that 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first lord of 
the admiralty, subsequently would 
make a more detailed statement, but 
he said that the responsibility for the 
expedition was shared by the govern- 
ment as a whole. Everything was 
done with the knowledge and approval 
of Karl Kitchener, and the expedition 
was a material factor in the conduct 
of the campaign. 

The premier pointed out that the 
number of men authorized Dy the three 
votes of the present year for the regu- 
lar army—not territorials—wasg 1,156,- 
000. Of that total all but 100,000 al- 
ready are in the service of the crown. 

A committee of inquiry of all parties 
will be appointed to consider allow- 
ances to those dependent on soldiers. 

On Monday next, said Mr. Asquith, 
David Lioyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, will lay before the house of 
commons his financial proposals, in- 
cluding the question of a loan for 
which the government is going to ask 
the authority of the house on Dacedas. 
There will be a vote of credit of consid- 
erable dimensions and an additional 
vote for men. 

Bryce on American Opinion. 

Viscount Bryce, in the house of lords, 
referred appreciatively to the attitude 
of American pwhlic opinion. The United 
States, he declared, was a country 
able to judze wisely the questions at 
issue. It was On moral grounds that 
its support was given, and this, there- 
fore, was more highly prized. 

The war, said Viscount Bryce, 
become a struggle of ideals—the ideal 
of a military state resolved to .domi- 
nate and the ideal of peaceful commu- 
nities dwelling in tranquillity under the 
protection of treaties here could be 
no end until one’ triumphed. 

A peace patched up now would be 
merely a hollow truce, during whirh 
the contending nations would begin to 
prepare for a renewal of the struggle. 
Europe, méanwhile, would be living in 
continual alarm. 

The Eari of Crawford, unionist, urged 
more strenuous methods to get rid of 
German spies. He asserted that in the 
Vicinity of the great naval base of 
Rosyth thev signalled ships at night.

French Official Report Says 
That the Germans Have 
Been Unable to Debouch 
From Dixmude on the Left 
Bank of the Yser—At Oth- 
er Points French Report 
Claims Slight Progress for 
Allies—Believed Germans 
Are Making Supreme Ef- 
fortin Belgium and France. 


London, November i1.—The Ger- 
mans have resumed their attack on the 
allied line between the coast and the 
Lys river, and, while the French claim 
generally to have held their positions, 
the Germans have captured Dixmude, 
center of some of the fiercest and most 


sanguinary fighting of the war. 

The country between Dixmude and 
Ypres, where the belligerents have — 
made violent attacks and counter- ° 
attacks for weeks, and where losses 
have been heavier even than those in 
the. battle of the Yser, again is the 
scene of a battle, which for fury pel- 


paom,.. it. ever, has been equalled. - 
GERMANS SEEK 
ROAD TO DUNKIRK. 


Behind Dixmude is the direct road to 
Dunkirk, one of the French ports on 
which the Germans have set their 
hearts, and if they can break through 
here the allies will have to fail back 
to new positions. 

The invaders have concentrated their 
forces at this point, and their success 
in taking Dixmude, where they claim 
to have captured 500 prisoners and po- 
sitions west of Langemarck, where, ac- 
cording to the Berlin report. 2,000 
prisoners fell into their hands, show 
that the statements, so freely made. 
itthat they have Deen sending troops 
from the west to Poland are without 
foundation. 


GERMANS DREW |. 
TROOPS FROM EAST. 


As a matter of fact, military men 
here believe the Germans, as soon as 
they saw they could not capture War- 
saw, dispatched troops from that 
region to the west, not imagining that 
the Russian- pursuit could be carried 
out with such rapidity. 

At other points along the battle front 
in France the French official commu- 
nication claims some successes for the 
allies, but the German headquarters 
staff declares all attacks have been re- 
pulsed. 

It is considered certain that with the 
enormous forces requtred for the effort 
to get through to the coast and to pro- 
tect their own country from Russian 
invasion the Germans cannot throw ad- 
ditional troops into the lines which 
stretch through northern France and 
along the Franco-German border. 

The French, though, whose army {s 
growing daily, might attempt an offen- 
sive against Lorraine or Alsace as a 
diversion which would relieve the 
pressure in the west.

DIXMUDE STORMED 
BY GERMAN FORCES; 
PRISONERS TAKEN 


London, November 11.—The follow- 
ing German official statement issued 
this afternoon, is contained in a dis- 
patch from Berlin, transmitted by 
Marconi wireless: 

“We made good progress yesterday 
on the Yser branch of the Ypres and 
took Dixmude by storm, capturing 
more than 600 prisoners and nine ma- 
chine guns. 

“Further south our troops crossed 
the canal, and west of Langmarc cap- 
tured the first line of the enemy’s po- 
sition. About 2,000 infantrymen were 
taken prisoners and six machine guns 
were captured. 

“South of Ypres we have driven the 
enemy out of St. Eloi. 

“Despite fierce counter attacks by 
the British the dominating heights to 
the north of Armentieres remain in our 
hands. 

“Our attack has made progress to 
the southwest of Lille The French 
suffered heavy losses while attempt- 
ing to recapture commanding heights 
to the north of Vienne-Le-Chateau, in 
the forest of Argonne, and to the 


| northeast and south of Verdun French 
attacks were everywhere repulsed.” 


!'ALLIED FIRE KEEPS 
TROOPS OF KAISER 
WITHIN DIXMUDE 


Paris, November 11.—The following 
French official statement was issued 
at 11 o'clock tonight: 

“The enemy has continued all day 
his effort of yesterday without accom- 
plishing any new results. He has di- 
rected against Lombaertzyde a coun- 
ter attack, which has been repulsed, 
and has made vain attempts to de- 
bouch from Dixmude on the left bank 
of the Yser. 

“There is nothing new to report from 
the rest of the front.” 

The official statement this afternoon 
Says that the fighting was resumed 
yesterday morning with very great 
severity between Nieuport and the Lys. 

The French forces generally were 
successful in maintaing their front, 


but it is admitted that the Germans, 
toward the end of the day, succeeded 
in taking possession of Dixmude. The 
British troops are described as having 
repulsed the enemy at several points. 

At other points on the line the 
French claim slight progress. The text 
follows:

THE HOME LABEL. 

By coincidence, two remarkable adver- 
tisements appeared recently in The Consti- 
tution. The first was from a local chain of 
cash groceries. Beginning with a local 
packing house, it called the roll of many At- 
lanta industries that supply edibles. It 
elaborated the argument that the dollar 
spent for an article produced locally made 
many more dollars grow and was the origi- 
nal parent of additional industries, | 

The other advertisement was the joint 
composition of several local manufacturing 
firms. It developed the idea with which The 
Constitution long has been familiar, and 
that is that a large part of the product of 
local factories is shipped away in order that 
it may acquire the glitter of a foreign label, 
return home and be sold to the natives for a 
fancy price. This particular advertisement 
was a protest against the senselessness and 
the loss of the specific practice of which 
complaint is made. 

Both these lines of reasoning represent 
problems in every community as old as the 
hills, uneconomic and wasteful. They are of 
a part with the folly that leads Georgia, each 
year, to send millions of dollars to the 
middle and far west for grain and beef, when 
these products can and ought to be raised 
right on our own acres. 

In the cases of the manufactured food 
product, or household article or article of 
clothing, the local manufacturer’ has to 
combat the tremendous handicap of prece- 
dent, together with the hypnotism of the for- 
eign label. For generations we have bought 
certain things from certain firms, their slo- 
gans have become grounded in our minds, 
and we begin to believe nothing good can 
come from the home place. 

Just how foolish and unreasoning and 
expensive this delusion is is shown by the 
second advertisement. Some of the articles 
Atlantans reject, because they do not carry 
the brand of an out-of-state manufacturer, 
are sent east, given another baptism, and 
resold to us at a huge profit. We pay for 
our delusions! ; 

This by way of preliminary to the state. 
ment that there never was a more auspicious 
time for home manufacturers to put back- 
bone into their propaganda, and there never 
was a better time to patronize home-made 
goods, all things being equal. Cramped by 
the European war, the whole nation is going 
to exert every effort to keep money at home. 
The south, above all sections, should pursue 
a similar policy. We have long years of 
arrearages to make up, and now is an ideal 
time to begin. If we patronize home indus- 
tries, we make easier the financial burden 
of every man in the community, we pave 
the way for easier bank credits, for the ex- 
pansion of established industries and for 
the inauguration of new ones. 

It is time we got out of our costly ser- 
vility to the foreign label, or at least, that 
we stop discriminating against our own. 


HERE'S: TO THE EMDEN. 


The story of the final destruction of the 
German cruiser, Emden, conveys one of the 
few real naval thrills of the war. The 
Emden was run to earth off Cocos island by 
an Australian cruiser, and pounded into sur- 
render, after she had given a good account 
of herself and sustained heavy losses among 
officers and men. 

The Emden is the German vessel that has 
been called the “phantom of the seas.” Since 
the beginning of the war she bas put out of 
commission something like twenty-two ves: 
sels, with a valuation ranging, according to 
estimate, from four to twenty millions. She 
has been heeling it over the ocean, like a 
ghost, not unscrupulous as to the observance 
of international ethics, but uncannily effect- 
ive in fighting tactics. 

She would deal a heavy blow in one part 
of the ocean and then, with her fast engines, 
be lost to view until she reappeared several 
days later elsewhere to capture or cripple 
some hapless merchantman. 

One of the dramatic parts of the story is 
the fact that vessels of the English, Russian, 
French and Australian, not to mention the 
Japanese, navies have been giving chase to 
the swift boat. How she has eluded them is 
& mystery that will make fascinating read- 
ing when her survivors are allowed to talk. 
All along, of course, captain and crew have 
known that the end was inevitable. They 
knew it might come any minute, next week 
or next month, but that come it would. Yet 
these considerations did not Stay the vigor 
with which the intrepid little cruiser pitted 
herself against the navies of four nations. 

The British admiralty justifiably rejoices 
in that the Emden has been put out of busi- 
ness. But that was not dgne until the pres- 
tige of the British navy, not to mention the 
navies of the other countries, had received a 
severe blow. The darting Emden and the 
German submarine that torpedoed three 
English vessels have laid for the German 
navy the foundations of a fine tradition.

Galicia is smaller than Ohio, but has a 
population of nearly 8,000,000, divided into 
nearly equal portions of Poles and Ruthen- 
ians, Who love éach other with all the fervor 
of Gerthans and French. There are also 
800,000 Jews, who are loved by neither. A 
local election in Galicia is as exciting as an 
Orangemen’s parade in Dublin.

Galicia is cut off from Hungary by the 
Carpathian mountains, which also protect it 
from the warm south winds. If the Rus- 
Sians had had as “hard a time getting into 
Galicia as decent weather does they would 
still be battling on the boundary. It has 
no winter or summer resorts and no cathe- 
drals to attract the tourists. Therefore, 
Galicians have to earn their living, which 
they do mainly by raising barley, whéat and 
potatoes and by emigrating to America. 
Galicia has had a story and sanguinary 
history and scores of generals with unpro- 
nounceable names have swept over its ter- 
ritory reducing the census returns and leay- 
ing education in a very backward and de- 
pressed condition. Lemberg, whose name is 
now receiving Russian trimmings, is the 
capital and metropolis with 150,000 people, 
and Cracow, which wanders mournfully 
through the history of each European war, 
is the next largest city with 100,000 people, 
unless the Russians have been more dis- 
agreeable than usual of late. Other promi- 
nent cities are Przemysl, Stryj, Rzeszow, 
Buczacz,°Drohobucz ‘and other shocking mu- 
tilations of the English system of spelling. 
From thése names it will be gathered that 
whatever Russia does to the rest of the 
country it cannot damage its nomenclature 
much.

In the bank of the Credit Mobilier of 
Paris is now deposited to the credit of 
Bolivia $5,000,000. This loan by the terms 
embodied in the contract, which was exe- 
cuted a year and a half ago, is available for 
Bolivia in case the entire amount be utilized 
in the purchase in France of railway equip- 
ment, construction material, machinery and 
apparatus of like character to be used in 
the construction of a railroad which will 
connect the national railway system of Ar- 
gentina with the national railway system of 
Bolivia. What effect the war will have upon 
this loan is yet to be learned. One thing is 
certain, and that is that While the war lasts, 
and probably for Some years thereafter, the 
kind of equipment and apparatus for which 
this loan of $5,000,000 was to be utilized 
cannot be procured in France. Probably the 
contract will be canceled. What Bolivia-has 
already paid in the form of interest upon 
the loan will presumably be a dead loss 
unless by and by these materials can be 
Purchased by Bolivia in France. 

In view of this aspect of the situation. 
undoubtedly representations will be made 
to American capital in the name of Bolivia 
in the hope that the United States will fur- 
nish the needed money. If it does that, all 
of the apparatus, equipment, etce., will be 
purchased by Bolivia in the United States. 

The Bolivian government has brought its 
national system of railroads to within one 
hundred miles of the Argentine boundary. 
There remains this short link to be com- 
pleted, and then there will be uninterrupted 
travel from Lima, Peru, through La Paz, the 
capital of Bolivia, to Buenos Ayres on the 
Atlantic side of the South American conti- 
nent or Valparaiso on the Pacific side 
When this link is built Peru will probably 
have completed a short section now under 
construction Stretching from Lima to the 
railroad which runs Southerly through Bo- 
livia to Argentina. 

In the last months of the service of 
Horace’ G. Knowles ag American minister 
to Bolivia, in the administration of Presi- 
dent Taft, there came to his knowledge a 
proposition which the Bolivian government 
wag considering. That was the asking of 
bids for the constructing of this link neces- 
Sary for the completion of the great north 
and south railway line in South America. 
The Bolivian sovernment had secured the 
loan in Paris of $5,000,000, and this sum 
was to be appropriated, or so much of it as 
was necessary, to pay the Successful bidder. 
Mr. Knowles learned that a group of Eng- 
lish capitalists were preparing to bid, and. 
in the hope that this work might be com- 
mitted to an American, he Suggested to 
Christopher Dillon that he put in a bia 
Mr. Dillon’s already high reputation as an 
engineer had been increased by reason of 
his construction of th: very difficult railway 
roadbed and plant stretching from Guyagquil, 
Equador’s harbor upon the Pacific ocean. to 
Quito, the capital of Equador. Nowhere in 
the construction work which enabled the 
Canadian Pacific to Surmount the Rocky 
mountains were there more difficult prob- 
lems of an engineering character to master 
than were those which Mr. Dillon mastered 
when he built tiee railroad from Guyaquil to 
Quito. 

Seeking American Capital. 

Mr. Knowles was persuaded that if an 
American contractor whose. reputation was 
aS great as Mr. Dillon's should secure the 
contract for the construction of the last 
link in the great longitudinal railroad in 
South America, then American capital could 
be relied upon to aid in financing the prop- 
osition. 

Within a comparatively short time hbe- 
fore the beginning of war in Europe the 
Bolivian government received a number of 
bids. The one involving the largest amount 
was made by the group of English capital- 
ists. The bid offered by Mr. Dillon was not 
only the smallest, but it was about $2,000,000 
less than the bid which the British capita}l- 
ists put in. For certain technical reasons. 
all of the bids were rejected, but the Ro- 
livian board of public works spoke in words 
of commendation of the Dillon bid both as 
a whole and also with respect to the details 
and specifications. 

Bolivia was getting ready to ask for new 
bids when of a Sudden the European war 
ended for the time being all constructive 
public work which the Bolivian government 
contemplated. 

The Pan-American Railroad. 

Were the late Hinton Rowan Helper now 
living, he would exult in the reasonable 
prospect that in the course of a few years 
the Pan-American railroad which he spent 
the last years of his life in advocating would 
be constructed. Mr. Helper was widely 
known to the earlier generation by the pub- 
lication of a little book written by him four 
years before our own civil war began. It 
was called “The Impending Crisis.” , It was 
almost as widely read as was Mrs. Stowe’s 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” This was due in part 
to the fact that Mr. Helper was a man of 
the south, and that’ by reason of ‘the re- 
sources of the north the issue would ulti- 
mately be determined in its favor. 

After the war was ended, Mr. Helper 
began the study of*transportation questions 
both in North and South America, and at 
last began the agitation of the construction 
of a railroad whose northern terminal was 
to be on the Alaskan seacoast and with 
southern terminals at Buenos Ayres and 
Valpariso. For many years, Helper’s scheme 
was regarded as chimerical. He was neglect- 
ed and was humiliated by the facetiousness 
which his agitation of this railroad system 
often occasioned. Now we are in sight of 
an Alaskan railroad, and there are in oper- 
ation railroad systems which, as a whole. 
form practically a north and south route 
from Vancouver through the United States 
and through Mexico to the Central American 
boundary. Through Central America a line 
is under construction about 25 per cent of 
which has been built. It will, when com- 
pleted, cross the Panama canal, enter (Co- 
lombia, South America, and will be con- 
tinued until Lima is reached. 

Jay Gould spoke with amusement of the 
Plan involving the construction of a Pan- 
American railroad which, when completed. 
would make it possible for the traveler to 
take a parlor car somewhere on the Alaska 
boundary and make a trip from that point, 
in that car, to Buenos Ayres or Valpariso 
in South America. He said it would not earn 
enough to pay running expenses, and vet 
already South America, chiefly with Kuro- 
pean capital, has constructed a railroad 
system which parallels the Andes mountains. 
and when the Bolivian link is completed 
will be a system as long as that one in the 
North American continent, which now 
stretches from Vancouver to the Central 
American northern boundary. 

The project is now of especial] interest 
and possibly of importance to the United 
States. Evidently Bolivia must rely for 
financing upon the United States for the 
construction of the link of 100 miles which 
united the Bolivian railway System with 
that of Argentina, for neither France nor 
Great Britain is now,°or probably for a few 
years will be, able to assist Bolivia, Peru, 
Squador and Colombia financially in the 
construction of railroad lines through those 
nations paralleling the Pacific whose con- 
struction was contemplated and in part 
negotiated for when the Europeah war 
began.

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ASA CANDLER PLEDGES 
WHOLE OF HIS FORTUNE 


He Urges Railroads to Help 
in His Cotton Loan. 
Plan. 


rm, 
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Asa G. Candler, Atlanta capitalist, at 
a joint conference of prominent bank- 
ers and railroad officials at the Geor- 
gia railroad commission Wednesday, 
declared that to relieve the cotton sit- 
uation in the south he would offer 
every cent of his money, even to his 
personal belongings. 

The meeting had been called at the 
request of a number of prominent 
bankers to explain to the railroad offi- 
cials in what manner the railroads 
could assist in relieving the cotton sit- 
uation ofthe south, especially as re- 
cards the big loan plan now being op- 
erated by the Central Bank and Trust 
corporation, of Atlanta. 

“We want the railroads,” said Mr. 
Candler, ‘to co-operate with us. At 
presenton this loan cotton whichis be- 
ing shipped into Atlanta from points 
all over the state, it is necessary that 
we pay two full freight rates. One 
full rate to Atlanta,. where the cotton 
is being concentrated, and money loan- 
ed on it, and again a full rate, when 
it is shipped to other points. 


Concentration Privileges. 


“We ask that the railroads extend 
concentration privileges so as to facili- 
tate the operation of cotton loan plans 
like that inaugurated by the Central 
bank, of Atlanta.’ 

With a concentration privilege for 
Atlanta-shipped cotton, it would be 
necessary to pay only a through rate, 
with a slight additional charge, from 
the point of origin to the cotton’s final 
destination. The railroads extend this 
same privilege to many warehouse cen- 
ters, and, judging from the comments 
of the rallroad officials, it is likely that 
Atlanta will be given the same privi- 
leges as far as loan cotton is con- 
cerned.

“While a system of radiating roads 
of this kind will benefit the farmer pri- 
marily, it will also be helpful to the 
town. In an agricultural community, 
without substantial manufacturing en- 
terprises, the town is practically sup- 
ported by the trade of the farmers of 
the surrounding country. A good road, 
to the degree that it may enable a 
farmer to market to better advantage, 
increases his purchasing power to the 
benefit of the merchants in the town 
where he may trade. 

“Even in the largest city, a certain 
element of the population is concerned 
directly or indirectly in the trade of 
the surrounding country and every res- 
ident is almost as much interested in 
building up nearby sources of cheap 
and fresh supplies for his produce 
market as he is in the maintenance of 
good schools. 

“With bad roads that are almost im- 
passable during certain seasons of the 
year the area within which milk and 
perishable articles generally can be 
successfully produced for the city mar- 
ket is restricted. With improved poads 
this area is greatly extended AN) sys- 
tem of good roads out of a city may 
mean, for a large part of the popula- 
tion, the difference between fresh food 
and the cold storage warehouse.’ 

Study Traffic Conditions. 

Henry G. Shirley, chief engineer of 
the state roads commission of Mary- 
land, in a paper on “Heavy Traffic 
Roads,” advised a thorough study of 
local traffic conditions before road 
construction materials are selected. 
He then gave in brief the following 
suggestions: 

The types of pavements used on 
heavy traffic roads should be selected 
their fitness to stand the kind 
and intensity of the traffic that will 
travel them. Roads in the outlying dis- 
tricts, where horse-drawn traffic com- 
prises the larger percentage, should be 
constructed of macadam with a light 
surface treatment. Concrete will also 
be found serviceable and _ desirable. 
Where motor traffic is in the majority, 
bituminous macadam or concrete will 
give good results. Near the centers of 
population, where the traffic is mixed 
and heavy, concrete, bitumiuous 
crete, asphalt or vitrified brick 
prove the most economical. 
the heavy traffic is 
brick, asphalt or stone 
most suitable. 

There can be given no hard and set 
rule for selecting the type of construc- 
tion that should be used on a given 
section of road to carry a known trat- 
fic. For local conditions, the avail. 
ability of materials, etc., play such 
Important part in the selection of 
type of surfacing in any locality, 
each individual case must be worked 
out on its own merits.

The Morning Session. 

Construction and maintenance of 
roads was the subject of the delibera- 
tions of the American Road congress 
at the morning session of Wednesday. 

Papers were submitted from many 
of the leading road experts of the 
country and there was a general dis- 
cussion of each of these. 
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The principal address of the morn- | 


ing was delivered by Austin B. Fletch- 
er, state highway commissioner of Cali- 
fornia, and president of the congress, 
upon the subject, “Right.sof Way.” 
Mr, Fletcher’s speech was in part as 


| follows: 
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Mr. Filetcher’s Speech. 

“The time to secure proper locations 
for the roads, and widths sufficient to 
serve all purposes for long years to 
come, is now,” said Mr. Fletcher. “If 
we wait until some future day to cor- 
rect mistakes we will have wasted 
much money in pavement and the land 
will have become much more valuable. 
It goes without saying that all land 
owners are more complacent in giving 
up portions of their property for 
rights-of-way before the road is built 
than afterward. 

“There is reason in cities for streets 
laid out in rectilinear fashion, but in 
open country there is no excuse for 
planning a highway system along such 
lines. Land should be condemned if 
the owners will not donate it. 

“Assuming that the best alignment 
has been adopted, taking all factors 
into consideration, the next question is 
width. It is my opinion, however, fifty 
feet is none too much for a minimum 
right-of-way. It is inevitable that 
street railway, eléctric light and pow- 
er, gas, telephone and telegraph com- 
panies will at some time clamor for lo- 
cations in the highway, and, although 
too little attention has thus far been 
paid to the matter, the question of 
trees and landscape gardening’ will 
after a while have to be considered.” 

Mr. Fletcher then recited some of 
the typical difficulties encountered by 
highway engineers in laying out new 
roads and straightening and relocating 
old roads, and said these difficulties 
have led him, in his western work, to 
the employment of a subtle and diplo- 
matic right-of-way man whose chief 
duty consists in wheedling property 
owners into signing the needed con- 
veyances by. persuading them that 
their duty to the public lies in giving 
their property free. 

He then dwelt upon the legal aspects 
of the right-of-way problem from the 
Standpoint of litigation. 


Road Drainage. 


The question of drainage was dis- 
cussed by W. E. Atkinson, state high- 
way engineer of Louisiana. 

“In determining the length of 
bridges and spans and the size of cul- 
verts,”’ he said, “consideration is given 
to the maximum rainfall, amount of 
run-off, average ground slope of 
drainage area, seepage, etc., as includ- 
ed in the same factors governing sim- 
ilar structures under railroad construc- 
tion. After determining the required 
opening for waterway, the factor gov- 
erning the required

mined, so far as it is possible, upon 
the maximum load to which the struc- 
ture is likely to be subjected during its 
life.

Dustiess Granite Paving. 

One of the interesting papers of the 
day was that read by Hon. Paul Han- 
nagan, mayor of Lawrence, Mass., 
where he has demonstrated Hanna- 
gan's dustless granite pavement on 
many of the city streets. e 

Mayor Hannagan set forth that’ he 
comes from a section of the country 
where, like in the neighborhood of At- 
lanta, granite is plentiful. 

His paper was, in part, as follows: 

‘Granite blocks, laid in the old way 
with sand joints, became in a few 
years under the wear of the traffic but 
little better than cobbles. The joints 
rounded off in a surprisingly rapid 
way, and teams bumped along making 
a frightful noise and producing most 
en sensations to those rid- 
ng. 

“The only way this particular char- 
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acter of wear can be prevented is by 
filling the joints with a material about 
as hard as the stone itself. We luck- 
ily now have a cement far s rior to 
any which could be procured in any 
preceding age. S8o hard is it when 
properly mixed and used that it Is al- 
most as indestructible as the block 
itself. 

“The term dustiless is relative. Dirt 
carried onto a street will make dust, 
while the pavement itself may be so 
hard as to give off scarcely anything 
in the Mne of dust. We call that kina 
of a pavement dustless. 

“I lay my pavement on a sand base. 
Only exceptional conditions will de- 
mand a concrete foundation. The 
blocks are deep, from 7 to 8 inches. In 
width they run ffom 3% to 4% inches 
and in length up to 12 or 13 inches. 
We estimate they will lay about 24 to 
the square yard. 

“T have newer seen a granite pave- 


ment fail because of character of the 
blocks. Its very life depends on the 
treatment of the joints. The grout 
is mixed one to one in special boxes 
by hand. Because the joint filling ts 
so vital, and makes or breaks the pave- 
ment, I e given this particular part 
of the work my most careful atten- 
tion.” 

Mayor Hannagan conchided with an 
outline of the manner in which his 
pavement is laid.

Umaha, Neb., November 11.—A hori- 
zontal reduction of 20-per cent in the 
salary limit of minor league clubs was 
recommended today by the committee 
on constitutional revision of National 
Association of Professional Baseball 
leagues. It was adopted, so far as it 
concerns class A. and class B leagues. 
Leagues in class AA were permitted to 
revise salary lists as fitted their con- 
venience, and leagues in the C and D 
class were given until tomorrow to 
agree on a limit. 

The committees’ -commendations 
followed an atidress by Garry Herr- 
mann, chairman of the national com- 
mission, who declared organized base- 
ball leagues should have salary limits 
in keeping with gate receipts. 

Herrmann reviewed last year’s finan- 
cial results of the basebal business and 
declared immediate and drastic action 
Was necessary to preserve organized 
ball.

FOR RESERVE BANKS

ally extended in some parts of the coun- 
try, it would appear advisable to pro- 
ceed with caution in districts not in 
need of immediate relief, and to await 
the effect of the release of reserves 
and of the changes which the credit 
mechanism of the country ts about to 
experience before establishing -a defi- 
nite discount policy 

“While the most acute stage of the 
recent financial emergency appears to 
have passed, tHe conditions in other 
countries make it necessary that the 
United States should, to the utmost 
degree of efficiency, organize and make 
available its own resources in order 
that it may provide for its own needs 
and replace the facilities suddenly de- 
Sstroyed by the closing of so many of 
the accustomed channels of credit and 
trade.’ 

Defining Commercial Paper. 


In defining commercial paper the 
board announced these basic princi- 
pies: 
| That be admitted to 
rediscount by a reserve bank the pro- 
ceoeds of which have been or are to 
be applied to a permanent investment. 

Maturities of discounted bills should 
be well distributed so that a reserve 
bank should be in a position to ligu!- 
date one-third of all its investments 
within thirty days. 

Bills presented for rediscount should 
be “essentially self-liquidating,” which, 
the board explained, means that they 
should represent some distinct step in 
the productive or distributive process 
and be of such character that it is rea- 
sonably sure they can be collected at 
maturity. ‘ 

in addition, the board requires that 
such paper be indorsed by the member 
bank offering it for rediscount; that 
the indorser bank waive demand notice 
and protest that such paper be issued 
or drawn for agricultural, industrial 
or commercial purposes or the pro- 
ceeds of which have been so used; that 
if in the form of acceptances, they 
must be based on transactions involv- 
ing the importation or exportation of 
goods, and have a maturity of not lon- 
ger than three months. Acceptances 
must be indorsed by a member bank and 
the total amount offered by any mem- 
ber bank shall not exceed one-half of 
its paid-up capital and surplus. The 
aggregate of paper bearing the in- 
dorsement of any one person, corpora- 
tion or firm, rediscounted for any one 
bank, shall not at any time exceed 10 
per cent of the unimpaired capital and 
surplus, this not to apply to bills of 
exchange drawn against actually ex- 
isting values. 

No Paper for Stock Trades. 


Paper drawn for trade in stocks and 
securities will not be acceptable, nor 
will such paper drawn for “merely in- 
vestments,” and the board interprets 
this phraseology of the law to exclude 
paper, the proceeds of which may be 
used {in investments in land plant ma- 
chinery, permanent improvements, or 
transactions of similar nature. The 
purchase of commodities for merely 
spec ulative purposes would constitute 
a ‘mere’ investment in the eyes of the 
board, and be excluded. 

The board also announced that for 
the present it had fixed 265 per cent of 
a bank’s capital as the Iimit up to 
which it may rediscount paper “for ar- 
ricultural purposes or based on live 
stock,” having. not more than _ six 
months maturity. This limit may be 
increased in agricultural districts in 
time of need. 

The board announced it hoped to es. 
tablish a central credit bureau in 
which the financial records of big bor- 
rowing corporations and individuals 
will be kept. 

Until January 15 next a written 
statement of an officer of a bank ap- 
plying for the rediscount of any bill 
that it is to be used for the purposes 
designated will be sufficient. After 
that date, however, no paper will be re- 
discounted unless it bears on its face 
evidence that it is eligible under the 
board’s regulations and that the seller 
has given a statement to the member 
bank. This statement is to be signea 
under oath, and must show the char- 
acter of business, the balance sheet. 
the profit and loss account; permanent 
and fixed investments, slow and quick 
assets; capital, long-term and shore- 
term loans. It will show also the max- 
imum aggregate up to which the bor- 
rowing concern expects to sell short 
paper. The signature of a member 
bank on such paper will be considered 
binding, and a guarantee that the bor- 
rower's statement complies with the 
iaw.

IN WEXICAN REPUBLIC

American forces. No announce- 
ment. was made at the conclusion of 
the conference, but it was understood 
the presidént decided to await further 
advices tomorrow as to the political 
Situation in Mexico. 

The decrees issued by General Car- 
ranza granting all the requests of the 
American government were carefully 
considered. Carranza granted amnesty 
to the Americans who served the Amer- 
ican government during its occupation 
and ordered that taxes or customs paid 
to the American officers be not reim- 
posed. Inasmuch as the national con- 
vention at Aguas Calientes ordered 
Carranza to comply with these guar- 
antees, the Washington government 
was confronted with the fact that its 
demands were acquiesced in by all fac- 
tions in Mexico. 

In official 


the 


circles generally it was 
believed that while the president would 
order the evacuation he might wait 
a few days for a definite alignment of 
the various chiefs in the latest civil 
war. The American government is on 
record in diplomatic correspondence as 


when the guarantees it requested were 
complied with, and persons conversant 
with the president’s point of view be- 
lieve he proposes to redeem this prom- 
ise as soon as possible. It has been 
pointed out that the American garri- 
son might be placed in an embarrassing 
situation if the forces controlled- by 
Carranza and those of the convention 
carried on their conflict near the city 
of Vera Cruz, as the Washington Z£Oov- 
ernment is desirous of maintaining its 
absolute neutrality as between the two 
fac tions. 

icven though the American forces are 
withdrawn, however, it is not believed 
that tke $7,006, 006 ad ywpwards in cus- 
foms duties eollected by the American 
officers will be turned over by™the 
Washington administration until a cell- 
tral government arises out of the pres- 
ent tangled situation. 

LAST EFFORT MADE 
TO KEEP THE PEACE. 

Mexico City, November 11.—In a last 
effort to maintain. peace, General 
Venustiano Carranza and General Kula- 
lio Gutierrez, elected provisional presi- 
dent of Mexico by the Aguas Calientes 
peace convention, exchanged views by 
telegraph last night. The téxt of his 
messages was made public today. 

General Gutierrez informs General 
Carranza that he will disregard the 
stipulation limiting his tenure of office 
to twenty days unless the convention 
orders otherwise. He calls on General 
Carranza to resign in the interest of 
unity and peace, saying General Villa 
will deliver over his power on being 
informed of General CarranzZa’s resig- 
nation. 

General Carranza, replying, says that 
he does mot recognize the validity of 
General Gutierrez’s election. He says 
he never will resign until he is assured 
that hecan turn over the power to some 
stable government. He warns General 
Gutierrez that he is being used as the 
tool of Villa, and asks Gutierrez to 
meet him to discuss the question. 

The attacks made by Zapata fol- 
lowers on the outskirts of the city are 
crowing in intensity, but the comsti- 
tutionalist forces are repulsing them.
